I should like tonight, dear 
friends, to speak about the Atone- 
ment, and instead of going to the 
New Testament for a text, we 
shall take the story of the Pass- 
over and be at once in both the 
Old Testament and the New. 
Exodus, 12th chapter..., “And 
if the household be too little for 
the lamb, let him and his neigh- 
bor next unto his house take it 
according to the mumber of the 
souls; every man according to his 
eating shall make your count for 
the lamb.” 

“Every man according to his 
eating.” That is a new way to 
estimate a man—how much he can 
eat. (Some of you would stand 
high in that estimation.) But the 
point here is very obvious; sthe 
biggest man here in God’s estima- 
tion has the biggest capacity for 
receiving God’s grace and God's 
Word. The smallest man here is 
the man who is weak and squeam- 
ish and dyspeptic, has no appetite 
for eating and drinking in God’s 
grace and truth. I know the 
world’s estimate is different. The 
world wants to make us believe 
in these days that the big man 
is the skeptic. If there is. any 
young fellow in here filled with 
skepticism, don’t let the Devil 
deceive you because of some de- 
fect in your intellect. I want to 
let you down gently; you have 
got a big intellect, but it is 
twisted. It is out of condition. 

“Every man according to his 
eating.” According to the Bible, 
then, the strongest man ig the man 
with the biggest appetite and 
digestion for the Word of God. 

Verse 22: “And ye shall take a 


“bunch of hyssop, and dip it in the 


blood that is in the bason, and 
strike the lintel and the two side 
posts with the blood that is in the 
bason; and none of you shall go 
out of his house until the morn- 
ing.” 

Verse 23: “For the Lord shall 


pass through to smite the 
Egyptians; and when he seeth the 
blood upon the lintel, and on the 
two side posts, the Lord will pass 
over the door, and will not suffer 
the destroyer to come in unto your 
houses to smite you.” 


Did it happen? Yes, it hap- 
pened. I am reading no tradition, 
nor superstition. I am reading 
common school, impartial history. 
The only impartial history book 
in the world is the book I am

This chapter in Hebrews is a page out of God’s book of 


remembrance. 


The divine record of every believer’s faith 


and works is being kept in Heaven to be read out in the great 
day of awards, and this is a page read out beforehand. God 
will have something to say to and of every individual Chris- 
tian before an assembled church in that day. What will it be 
for you and for me? I wonder. 


When God undertakes to write 
a man’s epitaph you can count on 
the inscription béing true. 


When a little girl walked with 
her mother through a cemetery 
and read the gentle epitaphs, she 


| innocently asked, ‘“‘Mamma, where 


do they bury the bad people?” 


I have no doubt that the words, 
“Rest in peace,” were chiselled on 
the tombstone of the rich man in 
Luke 16, who according to Jesus, 
went after death into Hell. ‘You 
see, it is not what our friends say 
or think of us that will count in 
that day. Not our rating in Brad- 
streets, or in Who’s Who, or in 
denominational records is what 
will determine our standing in 
that thrilling moment. The di- 
vine record alone will count. The 
text I am using is Noah’s epitaph, 
not graven on crumbling stone, 
but written in the Book of God 
to stand there forever. 


The text is of special interest 
to us living in these days of the 
approaching end of the age. Our 
Lord told us, “As the days of 
Noah were, so shall also the com- 
ing of the Son of man be’”’ (Matt. 
24:37). That is, Noah’s day will 
be repeated in the days preceding 
the coming of Christ. And since 
all the signs of the times indicate 
the soon coming of Christ, the 
possibility exists that Noah’s day

I. Noah’s Faith Was Working 
Faith 

“By faith Noah prepared an 
ark.” 
“The faith of Abel was a wor- 
shipping faith; the faith of Enoch 
was a walking faith; the faith of 
Abraham was a waiting faith; 


and the faith of Noah was a work-| 


ing faith. God predicted the flood 
and Noah’s faith was demonstrat- 
ed by his building of the ark. The 
ungodly world had concrete evi- 
dence of Noah’s faith by his daily 
conduct. As he hammered the 
nails into the wood, he was preach-

ing a warning of coming judg- 
ment, and every blow of the ham- 
mer said in the ears of men, “I 
believe God; I believe in the com- 
ing flood; I believe in the need of 
a refuge.” 

Noah preached the longest ser- 
mon ever heard and he preached 
it with a hammer! The ark took 
a hundred and twenty years to

About “TheLastDays”’

“But this is that which was spoken by the prophet Joel; 
And it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, I will 


pour out of my Spirit upon all 


flesh; and your sons and your 


daughters shall prophesy, and your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream dreams: And on my 
servants and on my handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall prophesy: And I will shew 
wonders in heaven above, and signs in the earth beneath; 
blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke: The sun shall be turned 
into darkness, and the moon into blood, before that great and 
notable day of the Lord come: And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord shall be 


saved.”’—Acts 2:16-21. 


The term, “the last days,” is 
often misused these days by ortho- 
dox Christians. An eminent Bible 
teacher and theologian is quoted 
as saying on the west coast a few 
weeks ago, “I am convinced that 
we are seeing the closing days of 
this dispensation.” 

It is a stock saying with some 
premillenial Christians that “Jesus 
is coming soon.” Some Bible 
teachers blindly say that Jesus 
must come in the present genera- 
tion. So Christian people gen- 
erally mean, when they say that 
we are in “the last days,” that the 
end of the age, the end of the 
world as we now know it, must 
come within a few weeks or 
months or at most within a few 
years, which would mean within 
the lifetime of many now living. 


Such good Christian people believe 


that there are signs by which fhey 
can tell that we have nearly 
reached the end of this dispensa- 
tion. 


But to use the term, “the last 
days,” referring to a special time 
of worldliness, modernism and 
wickedness to include only the last 
thirty or fifty years is misuse of 
the Bible term. “The last days” is 
a Bible term which is clearly de- 
fined in Joel 2:28-32, quoted in 
Act 2:17, 21. “And it shall come 
to pass in the last days, saith God, 
I will pour out of my Spirit upon 
all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy,... And 
it shall come to pass, that whoso- 
ever shall call on the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.” 

“The last days,” according to

My friends, the faith God com- 
mends is an active faith that 
proves its genuineness by works. 
If we believe the message of God 
concerning the future life, the 
coming of Christ, the day of 
judgment, the momentous facts 
of Heaven and Hell, our belief in 
those eternal realities will be evi- 
denced daily in the way we live 
before men. If we are silent be- 
fore our loved ones, and friends, 
and neighbors unsaved, are we 
not giving them concrete evidence 
that we do not really believe that 
the soul out of Christ is lost? 


When Charles Peace, a famous 
criminal in England, was being 
led to the gallows, he turned to 
the clergyman who was reading 
to him of eternal things and said, 
“Do you believe that? If I be- 
lieved that, I would walk across 
England on my hands and knees, 
on broken glass, to tell men about 
it.” Surely, surely, if we believe 
men are really lost, our faith will 
show itself in a genuine effort to 
lead them to God. Noah believed 
God, so he prepared an ark. His 
was a working faith. 


il. It Was a Faith Based on 
Divine Revelation 

Noah was “warned: of God.” 

God had spoken and Noah's 
faith rested upon the truth of 
God’s Word. When God promised 
the flood, it never once occurred 
to Noah to doubt the divine pre- 
diction. Had not God spoken? 
Could God lie ? He took God at 
His word and believed that what 
God had said would certainly come 
to pass. 

My brother, does this day in 
which you and I live, find you 
with an unshakable, unquestion- 
ing faith in the truth of God’s 
Word? To us as certainly as to 
Noah, God has spoken. In this 
Bible we have the record of God’s 
Word to man. By a thousand 
proofs it can be shown to be di- 
vinely inspired and supernatural- 
ly preserved. Millions, literally 
millions of people through the 
centuries have proved the Bible 
to be true, because it has brought 
God and Christ into their lives. It 
tells men how to- be saved from 
the power and penalty of sin; it 
tells them how to have Christ 
come into their life; it warns 
them of judgment to come for 
every man or woman who rejects 
or neglects the offer of salvation 
which God makes in this day of 
grace.

Quite likely the men of his day 
told Noah he was mistaken in 
thinking God would send a flood. 
Some would tell him God was too 
loving to do so. Others would 
admit that perhaps "God had said 
something about a judgment by 
water but that it was figurative 
language and could not mean lIit- 
eral water. And there are men 
today who scoff at the promised 
judgment of God and the prom- 
ised second coming of Christ. But 
Noah believed God. He believed 
in the literal fulfillment of the 
promised flood, and God’s warn- 
ing to him came true. Every word 
of it was literally fulfilled, to the 
vindication of Noah and the utter 
discomfiture and destruction of 
unbelieving men. 


Beloved, God has spoken to us 
in His Word of the coming again 
of His Son, of a great tribulation 
that shall befall the earth, of a 
coming day of wrath and judg- 
ment upon the ungodly’ world. 
And God’s true children, like 
Noah, believe it. Not only so, but 
we believe these promises con- 
cerning the second coming ot 
Christ will be fulfilled literally. 
Let men deny, let them scoff. Let 
some who are Christians untaught 
by the Spirit try to explain them 


away by saying we are not to 


take them literally. But God's 
Spirit-taught people believe that 
the same Jesus who went away 
into Heaven, not in the incompre- 
hensible form of God, but in a 
resurrected body of our humanity, 
shall so come as literally, as per- 
sonally, and as visibly as He went. 
away. 


Ill. Noah’s Faith Was Tested 
by Long Delay 

For a hundred and twenty years 
the ark was a preparing. Over a 
century passed between the 
promise and the fulfillment. Every 
passing year was a test of Noah’s 
faith, Had God really spoken 
back there? No doubt Satan would 
whisper that question in Noah’s 
ear again and again during the 
century of waiting. But Noah’s 
faith never faltered. He believed 
as much in a coming flood in the 
one hundred and twentieth year 
as he did in the first year. His 
faith was tested by delay and it 
proved a patient, victorious faith. 

Faith, my friends, to be its best 
must be tried. How would we 
know we had real faith if it were 
never tried? During the war 
hundreds of young men who en- 
tered the army thinking they were 
Christians because of their church 
membership and head belief in the 
Bible, when confronted with 
temptation fell headlong into sin. 
Why? Because in most cases their 
faith was not a real faith. Noah’s 
faith was a genuine faith and it 
stood the test of a long delay. 


Some of God’s people who have 


-| pleaded the promises of God for 


the salvation of loved ones have 
had their faith tested by delay. 
We have heard of George Muller’s 
faith. It too, was a tested faith. 
During an address at Chicago he 
said, “I have prayed for two men 
every day by name for thirty-five 
years. On land or sea, sick or 
well I have remembered them 
before God by name, requesting 
their salvation. They are both 
living; neither of them is saved, 
but I shall continue to pray for 
them daily by name until they are 
saved. Muller lived twenty-seven 
years after that and prayed for 
those two men (his own brothers) 
until he died. Shortly after his 
death God answered the prayers 
of sixty-two years and both men 
were converted.

his day. Noah had warned’ the 
people of the coming judgment, but 
they refused to believe it. Our 
Lord tells us that right up to the 
last minute when Noah entered 
the ark they refused to believe. 
Jesus said, “‘They were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark.” Think of 
that! They had been warned in 
mercy of the very day of the 
coming flood. “For yet seven 
days, and I will cause it to rain 
upon the earth forty days and 
forty nights.” Did they believe it? 
On that very day they had planned 
for feasting and dancing, and 
some unbelieving young people had 
set the date of the promised flood 
as their wedding day. Wedding 
bells in the morning and funeral 
bells at night!

V. Noah’s Faith Was a Giv- 
ing Faith 

When God gave detailed instruc- 
tions regarding the ark, He said 
nothing of wages. Noah and his 
carpenter sons were not hired at 
two dollars an hour, with time and 
a half for overtime and double 
time on Sundays. Noah’s service 
on the ark was given to God. That 
ark, to him, was what the church 
is to us; and for over a hundred 
years he spent time, labor, and 


/'money upon it. While the worldly- 


wise men around him were getting 
rich, adding to their buildings, and 
extending their fields, Noah was 
giving his money to God by build- 
ing the ark. 

But mark this—what Noah gave 
to God, he found again with multi- 
plied interest. And what these 
men laid up for themselves, they 
lost. All their so-called “real 
estate” became very unreal when 
the flood of waters covered it. All 


their bankrolls could not purchase 
a raft to keep them alive in that 
storm. They perished and their 
money with them. On the other 
hand, all that Noah gave up that 
he might devote himself to build- 
ing the ark, he _ received. and 
abundantly more. When he stepped 
out of the ark, the whole earth 
lay before him; it was all his! 


Bless the Lord, O my soul, for 
the prophecy contained in this 
picture! This world, when Christ 
comes to earth again, shall be- 
come the possession of the people 
of God. “The meek shal] inherit 
the earth.” Cheek inherits it now, 
but in that day the saints shall 
judge the world, and all the king- 
dom under the whole Heaven shall 
be given to the saints of the most 
High. 

Let me ask—is our faith in God 
a giving faith? Do we believe that 
what we give to God we have 
forever, and what we spend on 
self we lose? We say we believe 
it, and doubtless we think we 
believe it. But does our giving 
prove the genuineness of our 
faith? God charged the Jews with 
robbing Him because they did 
not give Him a tenth of their 
income. How many of us are 
robbing God today? Do you 
think God expects more or less of 
the Christian than of the Jew who 
lived before Christ?

Noah was warned -of God of

all the world before the deluge 
to suggest that a flood was im- 
pending. Not a single thing. The 
reign of natural law had remained 
‘for centuries unbroken. In the 
history of mankind since Adam’s 
day there had been no divine inter- 
vention, no violent arrest of the 
world’s course, no spectacular 
interruption of the laws of nature.

Surely one can see 
that these conclusions are based 
upon a. false interpretation of 
Scriptures, and that false inter- 
pretation, that heresy in doctrine, 
is disastrous indeed. Let us 
show, then that the entire con- 
ception of the _ ultra-dispensa- 
tionalist is wrong and that no one 
can scripturally and surely say 
that we are in “the last days” 
except that we are in the gospel 
age which began at Pentecost, the 
day of revival, the day of the 
pouring out of the Holy Spirit in 
mighty soul-winning power. 


1. No One Knows Even Ap- 
proximately When Jesus 
Will Come 

In the Olivet discourse the Sav- 
iour discusses the second coming. 
The clearest point in all His teach- 


it .will be. 
Consider Mark 13:32-37: 

“But of that day and that hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels 
which are in heaven, neither the 
Son, but the Father. Take ye 
heed, watch and pray: for ye know 
not when the time is. For the 
Son of man is as a man taking a 
far journey, who left his house, 
and gave authority to his servants, 
and to every man his work, and 
commanded the porter to watch. 
Watch ye therefore: for ye know 
not when the master of the house 
cometh, at even, or at midnight, 
or at the cockcrowing, or in the 
morning: Lest coming suddenly 
he find you sleeping. And what 
I say unto you I say unto all, 
Watch.” 

Now observe the clear teach- 
ing of the Saviour that no man 
can know the time. 

1. The: angels do not know when 
Jesus will come. 

2. The Lord Jesus Himself 
while on earth did not know when 
He would return.

earth will come to an end, and 
that one day soon God will break 
the silence of Heaven by sending 
Jesus Christ? Think of Christ 
coming with a shout; think of the 
the archangel being 
heard by the saved from end to end 
of the earth; think of the Chris- 
tian dead being raised, the living 
believers being instantaneously 
changed and caught up to Heaven 
without the formalities of death 
or a funeral! Think, I say, of 
such a climacteric, catastrophic, 
intervention of God in the affairs 
of earth that men will cry to the 
rocks and the mountains to fall 
on them and hide them from the 
face of Him who sitteth on the 
throne and from the wrath of the 
Lamb! Is there anything, I ask 
you, on the face of the whole 
earth to confirm or even suggest 
such happenings? On the con- 
trary. For thousands of years 
there has been night and day, 
sunrise and sunset, summer and 
winter, and all things continue as 
they were. 


But, dear friend unsaved, as 
surely as God speaks truth, so 
surely the Christ of God will come. 
As surely as thé heavens are silent, 
the heavens again will speak. As 
surely as the sky is closed, the 
sky will one day open. Jesus is 
coming again. Whether or not 
you believe it, whether or not you 
can understand it, this fact is 
certain — Jesus Christ will come 
again. Listen to Him, “For as in 
the days that were before the 
flood they were eating and drink- 
ing, marrying and giving in mar- 
riage, until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark. And knew 
not until the flood came, and took 
them all away; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be” 
(Matt. 24:37-39).

“Noah ... moved with fear. . 
prepared an ark.’’ Warned of the 
coming judgment, Noah resolved 
Through fear of 


of Noah 


the coming flood he built a refuge. 
Why should he die when he could 
be saved?  Self-preservation is 
the first law of nature, and Noah 


obeyed it. Fearing death in the 
flood, he built an ark and was 
saved. 


There are those who think men 
should not be driven to God by 
fear of Hell but should only be 
drawn by the preaching of God’s 
love. Somre preachers rail at 
evangelists who appeal to fear in 
order to alarm the unconverted. 
I would ask such preachers if they 
have considered the motive that 
moved Noah to build the ark. 
Noah was “moved with fear.” 
Have they ever’ pondered the 
words, “The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom”? Do 
they know that Paul said, ‘There 
is no fear of God before men’s 
eyes . their feet are swift to 
shed blood’? Why should we not 
be moved by fear? 

Is it not a fact that all men 
fear something? We eat for fear 
we will starve to death. We wear 
overcoats for fear we will catch 
cold. We lock doors for fear a 
burglar will steal our goods. We 
look before we cross the road lest 
we be hit with an automobile. 
Self-preservation is exercised ev- 
ery day of our lives in a hundred 
different ways. It is natural and 
wise to fear some things, and be- 


cause the greatest danger sinful], 
men can face is the wrath of God} 


against unbelievers, therefore a 
man who is wise will get right with 
God and be saved from judgment. 

It was our blessed Lord Him- 
self who said, ‘‘And fear not them 
which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul: but rather 
fear him which is able to destroy 
both body and soul in hell.” To 
lose one’s soul in Hell—that, said 
Christ, was the supreme danger. 
To stand before God unpardoned, 


unforgiven, . uncleansed—that is 
an incomparable © peril. With 
.|death continually going about 


the streets, and no one knowing 
whose turn it may be next, un-

3. Jesus said His second com- 
ing was so wholly unpredictable 
that it was illustrated by the 
servants waiting~-for their mas- 
ter’s return. The master might 
come in the evening, midnight, 
cockcrowing or in the morning. 
In this world no one can foretell 
even approximately when Jesus 
will return and when this age will 
end. If the more than nineteen 
hundred years which have already 
elapsed since Christ promised to 
return be divided up jnto watches 
or periods to represent evening, 
midnight, cockcrowing and morn- 
ing; we find that Jesus is saying 
that no one can know even with- 
in centuries of the time of His 
return. 


4. The all-important teaching 
of Jesus about His return is that 
He may come at any moment, 
His coming is imminent. 

Jesus may not come for one 
hundred years, for five hundred 
years, for one thousand years. 
People often say, “Jesus is com- 
ing soon.” That cannot be proven 
by scripture. It is not what Jesus 
said. Jesus said, “Behold, I 
come quickly” (Rev. 22:7). We 
know Jesus will come _ suddenly. 
Whether He will come soon or 
late, we do not know. Whether 
He will come at evening or at 
midnight or at cockcrowing or in 
the morning, we do not. know. 
Jesus said plainly that we-are 
not to know. We are simply to 
wait. We are to expect His com- 
ing, to be ready for His coming 
and to be doing His blessed will in 
carrying the gospel to every cre- 
ature but we do not know even 
the approximate time of His com- 
ing, nor of the end of this age. 

This same strong teaching is 
given in Matthew 24:36-39. Again 
we have the clear statement of 
Jesus that no one can know even 
the approximate time of His com- 
ing. Read it carefully. 

“But of that day and _ hour 
knoweth ne.man, no, not the an- 
gels of heaven, but my Father 
only. But as the days of Noe 
were, so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be. For as in 
the days that were before the 
flood they were eating and drink- 
ing, marrying and giving in mar-

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riage, until the day that Noe 
entered into the ark, And knew 
not until the flood came, and 
took them all away; so shall also 
the coming of the Son of man 
be.” 

Again Jesus plainly says that 
no man can know the day or hour 
of His return. He repeats that 
even the angels in Heaven do not 
know the time, and then He illus- 
trates the total lack of informa- 
tion which any man can have 
about the time of the second com- 
ing. As it was in the days before 
the flood when people ate, drank, 
married, and gave in marriage 
and had no hint of the time when 
the flood would come until “the 
flood came and took them all 
away,” just so surprising and un- 
foreseen will be Christ’s second 
coming. Before the flood they 
did not know even one day ahead. 
of time when it would come. So 
from the words of the Lord Jesus 
Himself, we properly infer that 
we cannot know even one day 
ahead of time when Jesus will 
come. 

Again this question of Christ’s 
return and the restoration of the 
kingdom to Israel was brought up 
by the disciples after Christ’s 
resurrection. Read the discussion 
in Acts 1:5-8: 

“For John truly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence. When they therefore 
were come together, they asked 
of him, saying, Lord, wilt thou at 
this time restore again the king- 
dom to Israel? And he said unto 
them, It is not for you to know 
the times or the seasons, which 
the Father hath put in his own 
power.” 


Jesus ‘had told the disciples to 
tarry and wait there until they 
were endued with power from on 
high. They were to be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and so Ssu- 
pernaturally empowered for soul 
winning. ! 

Do you ever find Christians 
more concerned about the techni- 


cal details of prophecy, more con- |. 


cerned about speculation as to the 
time of Christ’s return than about 
soul winning?.._.Well, the twelve 
apostles before they were Spirit- 
filled had the same carnal view- 
point. Instead of rejoicing that 
they were to be filled with the 
Spirit for soul winning, they im- 
mediately jumped to the hopeful 
conclusion that Christ referred to 
His return, the restoration of Da- 
vid’s throne and the future inde- 
pendence of Israel. So they said, 
“Lord, wilt thou at this time re- 
store again the kingdom to Is- 
rael.” Then Jesus in strong and 
emphatic language told the disci- 
ples that the time and season of 
His glorious return and the res- 
toration of Israel were not within 
their province at all, not matters 
for them to know. -He said, 

“It is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own power. 
But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come up- 
on you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.’—<Acts 1:7, 8. 

It is well to remember that the 
carnal. mind seizes on externals 
rather than spiritual internals. 
The carnal nature is more con- 
cerned with incidentals than fun- 
damentals. Men would rather be 
baptized than born again. Men 
would rather talk in tongues than 
have the mighty soul-winrfing 


. power of the Holy Spirit. Just so, 


modern speculating, ultra-dispen- 
sationalists prefer to look for 
signs rather than to obey the 
Great Commission and to win 
souls. 

Let us clearly understand what 
Jesus taught. He said, “It is 
not for us to know the times or 
seasons” concerning the second 
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coming. Not the day, nor the 
hour, not the year, not the era 
of the secend.coming can be fore- 
seen. Jesus expressly said that 
the Father deliberately. kept this 
secret and it is not one that 
Christians should seek to know. 


2. Tvate-Setting, Speculation, 
an Embarrassing Heresy 
How it appeals to foolish hu- 

man pride for a man to think, 
“In my superior wisdom I have 
figured out something others do 
not know!” And _ particularly, 
Bible teachers like to show their 
superior understanding of the 
Scriptures and the times, because, 
first if ‘the discovery’ is sensa- 
tional and will help get a crowd 
of excited hearers and second, if 
it will be a good alibi for man’s 
powerlessness and fruitfulness in 
soul. winning. Men try to make 
the headlines by predicting when 
the next war will begin and when 
the next depression will be upon 
us. One can arouse more excite- 
ment and attract more attention 
if he can give plausible evidence 
that he has discovered approxi- 
mately when the Saviour will re- 
turn. That indicates that a Bible 
teacher is more spiritual and 
more discerning and more every- 
thing that a proud carnal heart 
desires to appear to be! It is not 
surprising therefore that we have 
constantly recurring efforts to set 
the approximate date of the Lord’s 
return. 

For example, more than a cen- 
tury ago a farmer in New York 
state, named Miller, started to 
read his Bible and discovered, he 
thought, 
overlooked. By making a»: day 
mean a year (which it never does) 
he took some of the prophecies 
of Daniel from out of their setting 
and figured that Jesus must return 
on a certain day in 1846. He con- 
vinced many of his neighbors that 
he was right and these Millerites 
made them white robes and got 
ready for the rapture but they 
waited in vain on hilltops and 
haystacks for the Saviour to catch 
them away. 


Ten days ago I sat at dinner 
with Dr. Lowe, a professor of 
Biblical Interpretation at the 
Practical Bible Training School, 
Johnson City, New York. He told 
me that his people lived in the 
community of Farmer Miller and 
many of them had been convinced 
that Jesus was coming on the day 
announced by Miller. One uncle 
planted no crops. Why should he 
when he wouldn’t be there to 
gather them? He showed his faith 
by sitting on his front porch while 
others toiled. But Jesus did not 
come and that winter thirteen of 
his cows starved while he and his 
family barely lived on the milk 
from one cow and from corn meal. 


Seventh-Day Adventists are.the 
spiritual descendants of the Mil- 
lerites, and many of them still try 
to figure the time of the Lord’s 
return by misinterpretation of 
Daniel’s prophecy. 

How foolish to think that the 
secret of the date of Christ’s re- 
turn is given in the book of Daniel 
and that Jesus and none of His 
disciples knew it! 

The British-Israel cult could not 
find the date of Christ’s return in 
the Bible so they turned instead to 
the Great Pyramid and they count 
it an inspired revelation like the 
Bible. In the ascending passage 
leading to the tombs‘of the kings 
in the pyramid they figured that 
one largere passage with a higher. 
ceiling would represent the time 
of Christ’s return; so they took a 
tape measure from the supposed 
original ledge of the pyramid 
through the passage to the en- 
largement. They counted every 
inch a year and so began to fore- 
tell when Jesus would come! 

One greatly-heralded  British- 
Israel teacher in Los Angeles pre- 
dicted that Jesus would come Sep- 
tember 16, 1936, as I recall. Need- 


what the scholars had 


less to say, his prophecy was 
wrong and his influence was 
broken. Date-setting for the 


‘|return of the Saviour has always 


been a heresy which turns out 
with embarrassment. 


In my boyhood I saw in the old 
opera house at Gainesville, Texas, 
a picture prepared under the 
direction of ‘Pastor Russell” of the 
“Millenial Dawn” cult. He pre- 
dicted, ‘Millions now living will 
never die,” and his books agreed 
that Jesus would come in 1914. 
When 1914 brought not the return 
of the Saviour but the First World 
War, Pastor Russell said Jesus 
came invisibly. The Russellites, 
later calleqd Rutherfordites, now 
called Jehovah’s Witnesses still 
teach this heresy. 


Since speculation as to the date 
of the return of Christ has proved 
so foolish in the past and always 
is connected with heresy, it seems 
that Bible-believing Christians 
would take seriously the word of 
Jesus, “It is not for you to know 
the times or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own 
power” (Acts 1:7). 


Such speculations are carnal, not 
spiritual, and grow out of human 
pride and from misinterpretation 
of the Bible. No one knows even 
approximately when Jesus. will 
return. No one knows the day, the 
year, the generation when Jesus 
will return. He may come today. 
Praise His name, I would be glad 
to see Him; but there is no way 
for any honest Bible student to 
foretell whether Jesus will come 
soon or after hundreds of years. 


3. There Are No “Signs” of 

Christ’s Coming by Which 

We May Know It Is Near 

In my early ministry I some- 
times preached on “Signs of 
Christ’s Second Coming.” I have 
a chapter on that subject in my 
pook, The Coming Kingdom of 
Christ. In a second edition I was 
compelled to modify the chapter. 
I was compelled to see that the 
next thing on God’s program, as 


far as Bible prophecy is concerned, | 


is Christ’s coming in the air to 
receive His saints when the Chris- 
tian dead shall be raised and 
living saints changed and called 
up to meet Him in the air. That 
event is imminent; that means it 
may occur at any time. If Christ 
may come at any moment, then 
obviously we need not wait for any 
signs. And any signs could not 
make Christ’s coming other than 
imminent, could not prove He 
would come this year or day and 
could not prove He would not 
come this year or day. It is im- 
portant for Bible readers to see 
that there are two separate teach- 
ings about this matter which are 
contradictory. The Bible teaching 
is that Jesus may come at any 
moment, signs or no signs. He 
could have come even in apostolic 
days before any recent events 
could have: occurred. The other 
teaching is that Jesus could only 
come after certain events or signs 
should be fulfilled and that He 
must come within a certain limit 
of time after these signs. « These 
two teachings cannot be harmon- 
ized, 


But did not Jesus speak about 
signs of His coming? No, Jesus 
spoke of one sign only and that 
not a sign of the first phase of 
His coming and the rapture but a 
sign which will occur after the 
rapture, at the close of the 
Tribulation period, before Christ 
comes visibly, triumphantly to the 
earth to reign. 

This sign is mentioned in the 
Olivet discourse of -Jesus. In 
Matthew 24:3 we. have the disci- 
ples’ question, “Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what 
shall be the sign of thy coming, 
and of the end of the world?” 

You see, the disciples asked, 
“What shall be the sign of thy 
coming, and of the end of the 
world?” Or _ better’ translated, 
“What is the sign of thy coming 
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and of the end of the age?” 
Jesus gave the signs in Mat- 

thew 24:29, 30 in these words: 
“Immediately after the tribu- 


lation of those days shall the sun 
be darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, and the stars 


shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken: And then shall appear 
the sign of the Son of man in 


heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and

no partiality; no misstatement. It 


happened! Listen! “And it came 
to pass’”— it did, men and women— 
“it came to pass, that at midnight 
the Lord smote all the firstborn 
in the land of Egypt; . and 
there was a great cry in Egypt.” 
There never was one like it. There 
never will be another until that 
which shall surely come, when 
the Lamb that was slain shall 
return, and all kindred of _ the 
earth shall wail because of it. 
“There was a great cry in Egypt; 
for there was not a house where 
there was not one dead.” But, 
behind the blood mark.on the 
lintel and the side posts, not a 
hair of the head had perished. God 
was as good as His word ‘of 
judgment. God was as good as 
His word of mercy. He is the 
same God in Christ tonight. 


I want to speak about the Pass- 
over; about this lamb. All through 
the Bible. a silent index finger is 
pointed to that night in Egypt. 
You never needed to say any more 
to an Israelite, except’ “that night 
in Egypt.” The preachers and 
prophets and the poets and 
psalmist speak of that night in 
Egypt. When you come to the 


New Testament,- that “night in 
Egypt” plays its part again. First 
Corinthians 5:7: “For even Christ 
our passover is sacrificed for us.” 
Looking with one glance to this 
historic Passover, and then with 
another glance to that evening 
outside Jerusalem’s walls, when 
Jesus was crucified, Pau: says that 
the one event runs into, is ex- 
plained by and perpetuated by the 
other, when he says “Christ our 
passover is’ slain, or “sacrificed 
for us.” Therefore, let us keep 
our memorial feast, the sacrament 
of the Lord’s death until He come. 


What I have to say tonight is 
very simple, It is to turn to this 
old rubric and ritual about the 
first Passover to see why it is, 
what it is, where it is that Jesus 
died on the cross. He does for my 
soul in all its guilt and doom and 
danger what the blood of the lamb 
sprinkled on the posts and side 
posts did for the Israelites on that 
night, the history of which is now 
before us. And Christians will 
pray, if there are those here who 
have not yet seen the Lamb of 
God, and have not yet sprinkled 
the blood, that they may do so 
tonight.

says, “this gospel of the king- 
om shall be preached in all the 
world for a witness unto all na- 
tions; and then shall the end 
come” (Matt. 24:14). But the 
context shows that this is a mes- 
sage primarily for Jews who will 
be living in the tribulation time 
and not for us today. The next 
verse mentions the Abomination 
of- Desolation, when the Anti- 
christ will stand in the’ temple in 
Jerusalem claiming to be God, 
which event must come after the 
rapture and which begins’ the 
Great Tribulation time. The fol- 
lowing verse speaks of the flight 
of the Jews from the Man of Sin 
in those days, and verse 21 plain- 
ly says, “For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since 
the beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever’ shall be” 
(Matt. 24:21). 

So during the Great Tribula- 
tion time the gospel of salvation 
will be preached in view of the 
coming kingdom to the world and 
Christ’s literal return. 

The preaching of the gospel to 
all the world mentioned in Mat- 
thew 24:14 will be after the first 
phase of Christ’s coming, not be- 
fore. 

The simple truth is that the 
gospel has already been preached 
to all the world. I remember that 
Dr. R. A. Torrey called attention 
to two or three Scriptures which 
show that the gospel has already 
been preached to all the world. In 
Acts 2:5, “‘there were dwelling at 
Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out 
of every nation under heaven” 
and these men heard the gospel at 
Pentecost. In Romans 1:8 Paul 
says “that your faith is spoken 
of throughout the whole world,” 
and how could people have heard 
of the wonderful faith of the fine 
Christians at Rome if they had 
not heard the gospel? Colossians 
1:4-6 also says that the gospel had 
come tq all the world in Paul’s 
time. So Matthew 24:14 could 
not teach and does not teach that 
the gospel is to be yet preached 
in all the world before Jesus 
comes. 

Besides, if the preaching of the 
gospel to some unknown tribe in 
Central America or the Amazon 
Valley is an event that must occur 
before Jesus can come, then 
Christ’s coming could not be im- 
minent and the Scriptural warning 
that we must watch since Jesus 
may come any oer: or year would 
be foolish. 

Let us say again there are no 
signs that will indicate when Jesus 
is to come and there is not a 
single prophetic event which must 
come before the rapture of the 
saints.

The Spur of Fear 


It was not only salvation from 
impending doom. With the stroke 


that Pharaoh’s sin deserved, and 


that our sin deserved, still more 
—for we have sinned against 
more light, and love and knowl- 
edge—-there were two elements at 
love and fear. If a man 
didn’t love to obey, then fear came 
in as a spur in his lazy sides to 
make him pass in with his first- 
born. 

The moment you speak of fear, 
up starts young America, and 
young Great Britain, and says: 
“Oh, Mr. McNeil, you are a bug- 
bear; we have altered all that. 
You are not to speak of fear now 
in New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton or Chicago. Fear is unwor- 
thy. Fear is not _ intellectuai. 
That is am@utterly selfish way.’ 
You will hear men say it—some 
of your very nice young men and 
young women. You will be a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts, secrets of 
the heart of these dainty people 
You will find out their religion 
and their theology every time. 
Men come and say, “Mr. McNeil, 
if you don’t draw me by love, you 
will never drive me_ by fear.” 
Prodigious “me.” What a fellow 
you are! “If you don’t draw me 
by love, you will never draw me 
by fear.” My dear young people, 
if you talk like that, you provoke 
me to say, you are neither worth 
drawing nor driving. I am pret- 
ty sick of that claptrap. 

Why should we speak of fear 
as such an unworthy motive? We 
are moved by fear every day to 
do wise and sane things. Why did 
you insure your house? Isn't it 
practically because your neighbor 
had a house and it took fire, went 
up in a fiery chariot and,came 
down in dirty soot, but was not 
insured? You had been thinking 
of insuring, but made quick work 
of it after your neighbor’s was 
burned. Maybe you insured your 
house for pure love of paying 
insurance premiums; you are such 
a benevolent gentlemen that you 
can’t see an insurance agent with- 
out giving him an order. I am 
sure the insurance agents will 
move around where you live. It 
was through fear, and it moved 
you to-do a most sane, intelligent, 
wise thing. 

You remember when you were 
taking a walk in the country with 
your little lad on a Saturday or 
some afternoon, you came to a 
level crossing—-those death-traps 
in this country. And, just as you 
came to the crossing the express 
train from Pittsburgh came downe 
I rather think you allowed the 
express to have the crossing just 
as long as it wanted it. You 
didn’t go on, saying: “We were 


You remember how your little 
boy’s hand tightened a little in 
yours, and your hand instinctively 
tightened a little over his, and how 
you were standing in absolute 
safety? That was an instinctive 
fear that the Creator implanted in 
you from the protoplasm, that 
works automatically in the direc- 
tion of keeping you back from 
threatened bodily danger. 


Shall God not use that fear in 
our souls to keep us from dashing 
ourselves to pieces against His 
holy, righteous judgments upon 
sin? “The fear of the Lord is 
the beginning of wisdom.” That 
is why some of you haven’t struck 


it yet. That is why they haven’t 
learned it in Boston, in certain 
circles. They haven’t gotten to 


be wise, for they haven’t known 
the fear of the Lord. They are 
deficient in intellect as well as in 


heart, for it is an _ intellectual 
thing, a true fear of God. 
Why, you know Noah measured 


as much around the head and 
around the heart as anybody I 
have seen in the states or in our 
own country, and Noah wasn't one 
of those little whippersnappers 
who say, “If you don’t draw me 
by love, you can’t drive me by 
fear.” Yet, “Noah, moved by 
fear, built an ark’”—and no slough 


could build an ark; it needed 
brains and_ intellect—‘‘for the 
saving of his house.” And, I tell 


you that ark was as strongly built 
by an arm which was moved by 
fear of God’s coming judgment on 
impenitent sin as though his arm 
had been moved by sheer love. 
David says, in our Scotch metre: 


“For fear of thee, my very 
flesh 
Doth tremble, all dismayed; 
And of thy righteous judg- 
ments, Lord, 
My soul is much afraid.” 


The grandest men we ever had 
in Scotland were the Covenanters 
and they have done you no harm in 
America. They brought some of 
the best blood over here. The 
Puritans feared to tamper with 
God revealed in the Word. Twenty 
thousand people in my bonny Scot- 
land Jost their lives in the killing 
times, but you could not burn out 
of them their fear to tamper with 
God and His Word and _ their 
conscience. They were stalwarts, 
and handed down to me _blood- 
bought liberties that I am afraid 
we value all too loosely.

saved men should fear to live a 
minute longer without being sav- 
ed. I urge you to let your fear 
of judgment lead you to God. 
Noah would have been one with 
the drowning world outside if he 
had not built an ark through fear. 


VIII. Noah’s Was a Faith 
That Saved His House 


“Noah prepared an ark to the 
saving of his house.” God honored 
his faith by giving him to see 
the salvation of his family. He 
preached for one hundred and 
twenty years and did not win a 
convert except in his own house, 
Thank God, his. preaching, his 
prayers, and his godly life told 
upon his wife and children, and 
whem the flood came God said, 
“Come thou, and all thy house, 
inte the ark.” 

And this is one of the tremen- 


dous resposibilities God lays at 
the door of every father and 
mother. If parents are godly, 


there is the strongest likelihood 
of their children becoming godly. 
When father and mother enter 
the ark, the children will likely 
follow them there. On the other 
hand, for parents to reject Christ 
is to pave the way for their chil- 
dren to reject Him to stay out of 
the ark is to keep our children 
out with us. 


Think, then, fathers and moth- 
ers, what it means when you say 
“no” to Jesus Christ.. When you 
speak that word “no,” you are 
saying it, not only for yourself, 
but also for the generation follow- 
ing you. When you Say “yes” to 
Christ, you are putting the word 
“yes” in the mouth of your chil- 
dren, and your children’s chil- 
dren. You will spend eternity 
either with Christ and His peo- 
ple, or with Satan and his follow- 
ers. If you are a parent you will 
not likely go there alone. If you 
go to Heaven, it is almost certain 
that your children will follow you 
to Heaven. And if you go to 
Hell, it is almost certain that 
your family will follow you there. 


Let me give you a striking 
proof of the influence of parents 
on the generations following. Take 
the infamous Jukes family in the 
United — States. The original 
Jukes was a godless, sinful man, 
with no room for Christ in his 
life. It is said that five hundred 
and forty members of his family 
have been traced. Of that num- 
ber, eighty-two were illegitimate, 
one hundred and forty-eight were 
paupers living on the State, forty- 
nine were sent to prison for life, 
one hundred and. three were dis- 
reputable, the rest were a menace 
to society and a cost to. the 
State. | 

Contrast that with the story 
of another family. It started 
with a young man who walked a 
hundred and fifty miles to seek 
his fortune in the city. He spent 
his first Sunday in church, and 
although he had only two dollars, 
he put one in the offering plate, 
and as he bowed his head in pray- 
er he promised God he would live 
for him always. He became the 
head of a great household. In 
the family following him _ there 
were six college presidents, one 
governor of a State, many judges 
and lawyers; and where there was 
not one single Christian in the 
Jukes family, in the other family 
there has not been one known who 
was not a Christian. One of these 
men said, “no’ to God, and 
brought upon himself and hun- 
dreds following him, everlasting 
shame. The other said “yes” to 
God, bringing everlasting life and 
joy to his children, and children’s 
children. 

Fathers and mothers, will you 
say “yes” to God just now, both 
for your own sake, and those 
coming after you? Will you pave 
the way for their feet to walk 
the narrow way? You owe it to 
your Saviour, you owe it to your- 
self, you owe it to your children 
to come into the ark, The ark is 
Christ and His great salvation. 
God is saying to you now, “Come 
thou and all thy house into the 
ark.” The faith of Noah saved 
is house. Will 7.8 save yours or 
condemn it?
